What Goes With W hat? 


This is a question I’m often asked, and it’s a very big question which 
I couldn’t answer 
fully in a few brief words. I can, however, give you 
the principal and ask you to look at this attractive early American, cozy, 
comfortable grouping, and apply the principal your­ 
self. This photograph is a good example of related 
furnishings, and, by the way. such furnishings would 
be most attractive in any informal Colonial house, 
especially for the summer. 
First, there was a motive back of the room, 
wnich was: Early American atmosphere with maple 
or cherry furniture. Second, the background was 
made to fit the furniture. Third, the scale of the 
furniture was right for the size of the room. Fourth, 
the color was the color of the period and fifth, the 
accessories, china, pewter, pictures, were related to 
the fur liture in period, scale, and informality, to give 
individuality.

The wallpaper is similar in 
pattern to those found in old New England houses, and is associated 
with the gateleg table and commodious dresser of that time. The ladder 
back maple chairs with rush seats, as well as the modified wing chair, 
are good companions. The latter has been altered to give us the comfort 
we want today in an “easy chair” but the spirit of old furniture is in’it, 
in the wing side, and the arms of the old rockers. The flowered chintz 
covering “goes” but it is one of the cases where liberty was taken, as a 
strictly Colonial pattern would have been a small pattern or a toile. The 
braided oval rug is of that early day and so is the pewter teapot. Though 
our very early houses did not have ruffled curtains, it’s a simple style in 
keeping with the atmosphere of the room as a whole, and so such curtains 
have become the accepted treatment for the windows. The Colonials them­ 
selves in New England used unbleached or home dyed muslin, hung from 
rings .put on rods, from top of window to sill. These were drawn at night.

For many years swine raisers of 
Europn hare suffered heavy losses 
from a blood disease of swine called 
mat rouge or red sickness, a disease 
due to the bacillus of swine erysipe­ 
las. 
Some ten years ago, this trouble 
appeared in a virulent 
form 
in 
South Dakota. 
Since then it has 
spread 
with 
surprising 
rapidity 
over the hog belt until, by the end 
of last year, it had been diagnosed 
In 41 states. 
Closely resembling hog cholera, 
the disease affects swine of all ages 
but is especially bad In baby pigs 
and growing shotes. 
Death losses 
are not a lw a y s 
h eav y — perhaps a 
fifth of the herd in a season—but 
many of the affected animals be­ 
come chronic ca ses and cannot be 
fed out at a profit. Further, a great 
many of the pigs which do not die 
of the disease remain as carriers 
and may spread the disease to other 
animals. 
One very serious feature of swine 
erysipelas is that the germ will 
thrive in the soil of hog lots and 
pastures. This means that once the 
disease gains access to a herd, the

Which flowers are easier to grow 
annuals or perennials? This subject 
will be the signal for debate among 
gardening beginners but seldom 
among those experienced in garden­ 
ing. 
“Perennials,” the amateur rea­ 
sons, “do not have to be started 
every year, while annuals must be 
grown from seed each season; 
therefore perennials are easier.” 
But experience teaches that per­ 
ennials need care, otherwise they 
deteriorate and die out. 
Many 
annuals, on the other hand, self­ 
seed and come up again as depend­ 
ably as the perennials. 
The fact is there is little to 
choose between them on the score of 
work. Perennials supply the early 
flowers, from the first thaw-out un­ 
til mid June; and because they 
grow several years, they will usu­ 
ally grow larger than annuals, and 
furnish the dominant flowers of the 
garden border. 
But annuals have been marvel­ 
ously improved by plant breeding. 
Their progress has been furthered 
by the very fact that some call a 
handicap—they complete a full gen­ 
eration in a single year, and thus 
plant breeders do not have to wait 
several years to see whether an 
attempted improvement has been 
achieved. The breeders work fast 
compared 
with 
the 
perennials, 
where in some cases three years 
are required to complete a gen­ 
eration. 
Improved annuals will serve any 
decorative purpose in the pictur­ 
esque garden. 
By selecting them 
of various heights and colors, a 
border may be planted entirely of 
annuals, which will vie in beauty 
with anything perennials can offer. 
It has the added advantage of a 
much longer season of bloom.

American-born citizens should 
encourage aliens to become citizens 
of the United States, and should 
aid them after they become citi­ 
zens. 
We should provide every 
opportunity in the way of train­ 
ing them to become good citizens. 
The very fact that they have vol­ 
untarily come to America is suf­ 
ficient evidence that they want 
to be Americans. 
Aliens are at a disadvantage 
both before and after becoming 
citizens. 
The first great disad­ 
vantage is that they speak a dif­ 
ferent language, English subjects 
being the exception. 
Those who 
have undertaken, after they have 
reached maturity, to master a for­ 
eign language and have tried to 
exchange ideas with people who 
have spoken that language from 
childhood, realize the disadvan­ 
tage and handicap of the foreign- 
born. 
There are opportunities in A- 
merica for all, but social standing 
is restricted. The foreigner can­ 
not speak the language and is 
therefore tedious and bothersome 
to our native-born. If he pushes 
forward, he is an interloper, un­ 
invited and unwanted. Our people 
are too busy with their own trou­ 
bles and livlihood to be interest­ 
ed in his welfare. They lack pa­ 
tience with the newcomer. 
The 
foreigner lacks courage in meet­ 
ing us and as a result he seeks 
his own kind and establishes his 
own locale in our civic life. 
There is a decided difference in 
the viewpoint of the native- bom 
and the immigrant as to the pur­ 
poses and responsibilities of gov­ 
ernment. If the immigrant came 
from a country where there was 
absolute authority in government, 
he had no voice in its operation. 
In our country every citizen is 
actually a part of the government. 
He share in its success or its fail­ 
ures. By the proces of naturali­ 
zation the foreign-born is placed 
in this same high position of re­ 
sponsibility. 
The best of our civilization is 
not offered to the immigrant so 
he does the best he can and gets 
whatever he can. 
The result is

that we find the foreign-born set­ 
tling in small communities which 
we designate as “Little Bohemia”, 
“Little Sweden”, “Little France”, 
or whatever country the majority 
of these pec*>le come from. It is 
a challenging fact, in this con­ 
nection, that there are more than 
one thousand foreign language 
publications in the United States. 
These publications meet a demand, 
otherwise they would not exist. 
The foreign-born realize that 
they are not meeting the require­ 
ments of the American social stat­ 
us. 
They know they are misun­ 
derstood; they realinze their short­ 
comings, in language, manners, 
and customs. This often leads to 
discouragement and lonliness of 
mind and soul—a longing for com­ 
panionship. They are stigmatized 
by their accent, their clothes and 
their manners. 
Their very per­ 
sonal appearance often tags them 
with being foreign-bem. This tag 
is sometimes looked upon by the 
unscrupulous as a signal to take 
advantage of the foreign-born in 
business deals and social treat­ 
ment. 
From such conditions you 
cannot expect the best results in 
citizenship.

Though nearly one hundred and 
fifty years have come and gone since 
the death of its master, the wide 
doors of Mount Vernon are still hos­ 
pitably opened to visitors from far 
and near. 
The history of Mount Vernon goes 
back many years before the war be­ 
tween England and its thirteen 
American colonies. The Washing­ 
ton title dates from the grant in 
1674 of 5,000 acres to John Washing­ 
ton, great-grandfather of George, 
and Nicholas Spencer. 
The tract, 
extending along the Potomac river 
from Dogue creek to Little Hunting 
creek was divided 16 years later be­ 
tween the Washington and Spencer 
heirs. 
The Washington half des­ 
cended by inheritance to Mildred 
Washington, aunt and godmother of 
George. 
Later, she sold it to Au­ 
gustine 
Washington, 
father 
of 
George, who was then living at 
Wakefield where George was bom. 
In 1740 Augustine deeded the 
Hunting Creek plantation to his 
elder son, Lawrence, half-brother of 
George. Lawrence erected the pres- 


years of ownership. 
Despite his 
youth he had already gained fame 
as a soldier and from 1754 to 1759 
he was too busy fighting the French 
and Indians to give much time to 
Mount Vernon. However, upon his 
marriage to 25-year old Martha 
Custls, widow of Daniel Parke Cus- 
tis, and mother of two small chil­ 
dren, Washington took up residence 
at Mount Vehion. 
Washington, like most gentlemen 
of his day, was his own architect. 
It is to him that Mount Vemon 
owes the beauty of its landscaped 
walks, its colonades, wings and out 
buildings.

It was to Mount 
Vemon, completed in 1743 that Law­ 
rence Washington brought his bride. 
George, still a youngster in his

However,

Spacious, stately, dignified 
and handsome, it is regrettable that 
Washington was able to enjoy it 
but for a brief two years after he 
retired from public life. 
No trip to the east—to Washing­ 
ton, the nation’s capital—to Phila­ 
delphia, where our democracy was 
conceived—to Atlantic City, or New 
York, or Asbury Park—would be 
complete without a visit to Mount 
Vemon, one of the outstanding 
shrines of patriotism in our land. 
Within a short distance from Wash­ 
ington, a trip to Mount Vemon pro­ 
vides the highlight of any trip and 
will leave the visitor with a deep, 
sincere gratitude that he is an 
American and this heritage of free­ 
dom is his to enjoy and cherish.

CARE OF FOOD SUMMARIZED 


The care of food, milk and wa­ 
ter was summarized as follows: 
1. Should you prepare enough 
food at the noon meal for the eve­ 
ning meal, remove it 
from 
the 
cooking vessel to a dish that can 
be placed in the ice box. If you 
do not have an ice box put the 
dish in a cool place until you de­ 
sire to heat it for 
the 
evening 
meal. Spoilage will not be so like­ 
ly to occur as when food is left 
in the cooking vessels on the back 
of the stove where the warmth of 
the stove keeps the foods warm 
enough for bacteria to grow. 
2. All dishes and cooking uten­ 
sils should be washed in 
soapy 
water then scalded and put away 
when dry or dried with a fresh 
cloth. It is advisable to have a 
fresh tea towel every 
day. 
In 
large families with more dishes in 
use, more tea towels may be nec­ 
essary. All milk vessels should be 
washed in the same manner, then 
put in the* sun providing they are 
protected from the flies. 
3. Any food that has even the 
least off color, flavor, 
or 
odor 
should not be used. All canned 
non-acid food as; 
meat, 
beans, 
peas, corn, greens etc. should be 
boiled at least ten minutes before 
testing. 
4. Milk from healthy cows, only, 
should be used. All cows for milk 
purposes should 
be 
tested 
for 
T. B. and Bang’s disease. 


WATER SHOULD BE PURE 


5. The water supply should be 
pure and protected from seapage 
of any kind. 
6. The house should be thoro­ 
ughly screened against flies, one of 
the worst enemies to health. 
7. Toilets, barnyards, and dump­ 
ing grounds should be kept clean 
and cleared away. Pig pastures be 
substituted for hog pens. A sani­ 
tary toilet kept clean and a gen­ 
erous use of lime will help great­ 
ly to control flies. 
8. Ice boxes 
should 
have 
a 
thorough cleaning at least once a 
week whether they appear to need 
it or not. 
9. Sanitation should be the first 
rule and regulation in any home. 
Efficient, thrifty homemakers are 
missionaries not only in their re­ 
spective family, but in their com­ 
munity, using scientific informa­ 
tion to increase the elasticity of 
the income and to improve the 
health of their family. Homemak- 
ing, like any other vocation, can 
be filled with monotany and drud­ 
gery unless the 
homemaker 
is 
willing and anxious to add new 
scientific principles and methods 
that serve as the leaving agent of 
her daily duties.

Roll fillings offer infinite scope 
to the cook’s imagination. B utter 
or m argarine, sugar, and cinna­ 
mon make old-fashioned cinnamon 
rolls. Raisins or currants change 
them into fruity rolls. 
Lots of 
butter or m argarine and brown 
sugar make butterscotch rolls. 
Adding pecans transform s them 
into pecan rolls. Grated orange 
rind mixed with white sugar is the 
beginning of luscious orange rolls.

Bran. 100 pounds; Paris Green 
or White Arsenic, 4 pounds; Cheap 
Molasses, 8 quarts; Water, 7 or 8 
gallons.

If the first application of bait 
does not sufficiently reduce the 
worm population, a second baiting 
should be made three days later.

It became known today that the 
ballots for two additional voting

missing. A total of 1003 ballots in 
th? Richland precinct in Pulaski 
County and 
337 
in 
the 
Lock 
Springs precinct in Daviess are 
unaccounted for. according to in­ 
formation received in 
Jefferson 
City. 
Previously it has 
been 
made 
known that 626 ballots disappear­ 
ed in Saline County; 200 in St 
Louis County and 651 in Scott 
County. The Scott County ballots 
were burned by mistake last win­ 
ter before the gubernatorial con- 
test started. 


FAVOR DONNELL 


Most of the missing ballots fa­ 
vored 
Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell 
over Lawrence McDaniel, defeat­ 
ed gugernatorial nominee, who is 
contesting the election. However., 
it was pointed out here today that 
of the ballots should be thrown 
out, it would also take votes away 
from McDaniel’s total, and so far 
in the recount. Gov. Donnell is 
increasing his original lead over 
his opponent, on the face of un­ 
official reports. 
The opinion here is that if the 
ballots are not discovered, the

troversy. 
The final decision as to what 
policy will be followed with re­ 
gard to the missing ballots re­ 
mains with the General Assembly. 

County Clerk of Pu­ 
laski County, said at Waynesville 
today that the disappearance of 
the Richland ballot sack was dis­ 
covered during the recount and 
that it also was disclosed that sev­ 
eral sacks containing ballots cast 
in the primaries last August were 
gone.

Congress is now mulling over 
the first tax bill of the defense 
era. It is proposed to raise three 
and a half billion dollars by the 
new levies, a program made nec­ 
essary to avoid any greater in­ 
crease in the national debt than 
we have to make. 
Naturally, nobody is happy at 
the prospect of heavier taxes, but 
it is pleasant to relate that there 
are comparatively few fault finders 
over the prospective obligations. 
The people realize that the coun­ 
try is up against a 
situation 
in 
which what has beeen spent is 
of small 
importance, 
compared 
with what our failure to meet that 
situation involves. 
Of course, the man of small in­ 
come thinks that the burden should 
be borne by people who have more 
than he ha.-. 
Obviously, the ten 
or twenty-thousand-a-year indi­ 
vidual, accustomed to living on 
a commensurate scale, thinks he is 
being afflicted unduly, and the top- 
notch income receivers feel that 
they are already over-taxed 
As 
a matter of fact, it is doubtful if 
a tax measure of any sort won 
universal approval, but now the 
grim requirement of the general 
sacrifice the prospective bill de­ 
mands is being met rather cheer­ 
fully. 
As to the excise taxes—who 
would worry if one fewer cigarette 
went in a package? An extra pen­ 
ny on a soft drink certainly calls 
for no great distress and as far 
as the man who drinks the strong 
potions—what deep sorrow figures 
in an additional dollar a gallon 
on whiskey? Actually, we are pay­ 
ing the bill for our own sins of 
omission—like the rest of the 
world. 
We were well on our way to 
a two-ocean navy twenty years 
ago. Had we kept to that design, 
that was interrupted by the Wash­ 
ington Disarmament Conference, 
we would not now have to fever­ 
ishly be building up a great de­ 
fense machine. 
Had we followed 
the example of nearly every other 
nation and adopted a policy of 
military training for our boys, we 
would not now be carrying on a 
draft, that interrupts so many 
careers. 


“OF ALL SAD WORDS'— 


If our two-ocean navy were an 
actuality and not merely a doub­ 
ling up of our ship strength in 
course of construction, for exam­ 
ple, we would not now’ be watch­ 
ing Japan, wondering if she w’as 
going to go after the British and 
Dutch possessions that represent 
her empire expansion projects. Ja­ 
pan would, in all probability, never 
have joined the Hitler axis had 
we not abandoned the idea of con­ 


stant martial preparedness. 
But twenty years ago, the whole 
world dreamed of a long period 
of peace The nations subscribed 
to anti-aggression pacts; war was 
outlawed, theoretically and dip­ 
lomatically. 
The people of our 
country, like those of England, 
France and the smaller countries, 
were weary of strife, and doubly 
weary of w’ar taxes. Their gov­ 
ernments followed the popular am­ 
bition, and disarmament seemed 
the realistic and economic course. 
So the world slept, W’hile Ger­ 
many was nursing her wounds and 
building up the most complete war 
machine e\er conceived. 
So we find ourselves today do­ 
ing in haste what we—had we 
superhuman foresight—could have 
done at leisure, arming against 
the aspirants for world dominion, 
and praying that we can build 
tanks, airplanes, and ships fast 
enough to get them to England 
and the other nations w'ho are 
fighting against the enslavement 
that overtook a dozen fine, cul­ 
tured. peaceable nations that have ; 
been overwhelmed by the Nazi | 
juggernaut, before they, too, are 
added to the loot of the dictators. 
The tax bill will go through; 
in the ordinary course of events. 
Doubtless there will be opposition 
by the same group that has op­ 
posed practically every stage of 
the defense program—not because 
they are against it, but because 
it is an administration measure.

Listening to the German short 
wave broadcast addressed to ’he 
people of the United States is by 
no means an entirely agreeable 
experience, but there 
are some 
things of value to be learned from 
it. Certainly the programs are a 
mixture of 
self-vaunting, 
truth 
land 
untruth, 
propaganda 
and 
what have you, but from the gen­ 
eral tone and manner of the per­ 
formance it is possible to get im- 
presions that may be more accu­ 
rate than those available from any 
other source. 
While bragging of German vic­ 
tories in Yugoslavia and Greece 
the other evening, 
the 
German 
commentator said that it would be 
well for all the peoples 
of 
the 
earth to realize that war, as waged 
by 
the 
Nazis, is "no series of 
bungling experiments 
supervised 
by amateurs,” but a scientific bus­ 
iness in 
which 
every 
possible 
chance and circumstance is figur­ 
ed with the utmost care and accu­ 
racy He added, further, that the 


German Armies make no mistakes 
that it is 
humanly 
possible 
to 
avoid, that they neglect no factor 
that can be forecast and calcula­ 
ted by the human mind. That was 
a confession that may very well be 
good for the souls of others, for it 
had a great measure of truth in 
it whether it could be called hon­ 
est or not. 
Involved as they are at the mo­ 
ment, the American people need 
to realize at their proper worth 
the facts the German commenta­ 
tor cast to the four winds of ra­ 
dio. Properly interpreted they re­ 
veal the fact that Nazi Germany 
is a nation dedicated to the wag­ 
ing of war as a business in which 
every modern agency of speed and 
science is painstakingly assessed 
for its worth and in which every 
normal consideration is discarded 
or subordinated in deference to 
the main task in mind. Further­ 
more. the American people should 
understand 
that 
Germany 
has 
been specializing in waging war 
for seven years or more. The con­ 
ception is one distasteful to our 
ideas of humanity and civilization. 


but to avoid recognition of it is to 
fail to know what sort of task lies 
before us.

Our people 
are too busy with their own trou­ 
bles and liviihood to be interest­ 
ed in his welfare. 
They lack pa­ 
tience with the newcomer. 
The 
foreigner lacks courage in meet­ 
ing us and as a result he seeks 
his own kind and establishes his 
own locale in our civic life. 
There is a decided difference in 
the viewpoint of the native- bom 
and the imm igrant as to the pur­ 
poses and responsibilities of gov­ 
ernment. 
If the im migrant came 
from a country where there was 
absolute authority in government, 
he had no voice in its operation. 
In our country every citizen is 
actually a part of the government.

The Employment Service made 
about 1,000 placements in con­ 
nection with the harvest and as­ 
sisted growers in spotting work­ 
ers when they were needed and in 
shifting them from one field to 
another. A large number of per­

The employ­ 
ment service aided one St. Louis 
buyer in locating a truck load of 
radishes. 
Two grading operations are in­ 
volved in harvesting and pack­ 
ing the crop. Graders are in the 
field to check for growers and in 
the plants to cheek for the pack­ 
ers. Harvesters pull the radishes, 
bunching them according to size 
'and trying them with

band. Approximately 100 radishes 
will make a bushel. Grade and 
size have a bearing on the earn­ 
ings of harvesters and growers as 
well as packers.
